included in the resume ol the days 
when these men lived in history. 
Coal, natural gas and livestock as 
Industries their start and their de­ 
velopment, was told by these keen 
eyed men of sixty, s e v e n ty and seven 
ty-tive. 
Now was their activity confined 
to past day problems alone, as they 
recounted the agricultural possibil­ 
ities of the state, with the north

G uth­ 
rie. McAlester, and Sapulpa all were 
represented, and personal memories 
of the cities wh**n they were but 
towns, were told and exchanged u n ­ 
til the state history became merely 
a history of welded enterprise ol 
communities.

THE FARMERS WAGES 
W e learn from dispatches that the cotton farmers of 
Oklahoma received only a dollar a day for the work in the 
cotton fields. The dollar is not for the head of the family 
alone, but includes the work of the entire family, according 
to our understanding of the figures given. 
This is not enough pay for good honest work. It carries 
out our ideas of the game of growing cotton, that it means 
the farmer and his children and wife work for less than the 
wage paid to the head of the family of city laborers. The 
price of cotton has been on the average too low for years, 
and growers now are making arrangements not to produce an 
oversupply in order that they may get a fair price for the 
product of their labor. 
But the bald statement that farmers make only a dollar 
a day, taking the income from cotton alone, is absolutely ac­ 
curate. The farmer has an income from many sources, the 
cows, the hogs, the corn, the peanuts, the alfalfa, and many 
other crops grown by the diversified farmer. There are many 
sidelines the farmer engages in, but this does not offset the 
small cash returns he has been getting.
